With these small mattare of the general ata- 
tistics of the precioua metala applied to the 
purposes of domestic comfort and luxury, we 
will proceed to examine (he method in which 
onr spoons and forks, trinket*, plating and 
gilding wire, lace, fcc, not including watches, 
ara aasayed, attested, charged with duty, and 
delivered to the purchaser.

If they are that) found to have 
been made in conformity with (he appointed ' 
regulations, a_ email quantity, not exceeding ' 
eight troy grarns in the pound, ia to be cut or 
scraped from them for trial of the purity, loccird- 
iag to the standard for which they were required 
to be stamped. One moiety or the scrapings is 
to be reserved for the assay, and the other, if 
the purity proves to be correct, is to be put into 
that compartment of— what is called the diet 
box, which appertain* to it* standard. These 
diet boxes ara proved once a year in the pre- 
tence of a lord of the treasury, and of each war- 
dtmaor the several Halls a* the Government may 
(Unk ill to appoint, except in the instances of 
Birmingham and Sheffield, whose diet boxes are 
proved it the Royal Mint.

I will only asy, as a mutter of a lihj'a experience, 
thai th. settler who commences in debt heap* sorrow 
onhisfaiure lift time. P.y cash down tor yeut firm, 
if von wish to prosper. If you select . farm sbove S* 
mtlet from msrket, It mutt hive a back run or oom- 
monags, to feed your oowt ind bullock* to help you 
to grow your own beef. Thit (i the miln point to be 
loolrd after, whn yon ars oat of th. rsach of a 
market, becstue you mutt not depend upon grain, but 
upon your cows, pig,. Its. 

Now for expenses i If you pay far felling, burning 
ofT, snd stumping, from four to five pounds pur acre is 
the price now ; fencing, where timber Is plentiful, 
from three to four thUlings per rod ! ploo.ting, on* 
pound per sere. If you fa uv a ream of ef ght bullock*, 
dray, end plough and harrow, they would oast from 
seventy to eighty pounds, tapposlnr they wen 
properly broken in, sad the dray s good ud ttrong 
°ne. A L an wilh a grown up family get. ell the 
work d, i smongit them, tnd is thereby enabled to 
comimnoe upon lei. eipital. Msny break up the Irtt 
paddock with hoes, in the old style, thus dotal without 
• tesm_ the first yesr. 

A wise fneemmnnt should not throw obstacles in 
the settler's wit, for, in sll conseicnuo, he hss enough 
to do withont them. Ho nun ebould be ton trolled 
In his selection, taking care tie rloet not 
pick oat the conn try's eyet ; hut rely upon it. Sir, 
none will little in the far iutiTior without having an 
opportunity to rear a little stool st well ae grow grain, 
and he who dees so would be unwise, Although kept 
out of sight, it is for this purpose, and not for grslit 
growing, thst cur little farms ere sclented in ths fsr 
interior.

Public opinion 
hai pronounced them the lipcxrt friends of 
India ; and their teal in the eaan of iiuntare, 
their akilt in aequirio« and trans Uting Ian- 
jtuajrev tholr educational initituliont for femn'ea, 
and their fteneral eelf-doniil ud parity of life, 
luve ftiined them a certain amount of regard 
aminff the educated pagans themselves. 

The crisis of England's dominion in India has 
shown vrh.' : ower there is in earaeatCbriei unity. 
There ha* . wn more than, in an ordinary war, 
the display of individual character ; and instead 
of the d:> l.ird facts of a campaign, we tea 
BTrry moment some trait of persons! heroism, 
devotion, nnd fidelity. Amidst the horrors of 
Cawnpnre nnd Delhi we see human nature 
eletaU'd above selA'hneee and fear. The (rantle- 
oesi of tha child, the conrejre- of the hero — 
a glowing compassion mited with an intrepidity 
mm "Pthina OomU danot-a disdain of 
or deaih to the presence or tin foe, or for 
rescue of the unfortunate.

set the hero or the martyr, 
striking exemplLnoalion of how 
an be trusted who sets above life 
douhle duty to heaven and hit 
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An article in our isenue of Monday last on ihe 
alleged connec^^^o between Christian mi»8io r ^s 
and Indian mutinies, (nu<ti have efitihfied any who 
had doubts on i be ■ubj-'ct.

The Serampove mi!*;^- 
aries. since celebrated fax their Icsrninf;, weir 
ceitiioly nqt at flr>t very promising, raoaiired 
by corn soon eaperieoce, but they had a stamina 
bcyjad the ken or Bins f t Sshtw. 
Tha vials of hi" iarcsem— eo intsiB'ibl^ when 
it ent.niltred any thing but earne-.t minds — 
left them resolved and unshaken.

England has now her course pointed out in 
the light of these evenla, namely, to avow (he 
most perfect proteciinn to every nligtous rite, 
but to lean the Christiana in her employ to 
propigr.t* their faith without hindrance. She 
muat no longer prop idolatry or Batter Mahorae- 
tanism^no longer fortify the insolence and 
tyranny of catite, hut a [and aloof from the great 
struggle of various f«ith», except to preserve to 
all wh it seems coneoo aot with natural justice, 
the t'lUest luleration — Bicept, indeed, of those 
crimes under fie name of religion which like 
infanticide, the suttee, and unmoLationi to idols, 
outride nature herself. 

HiVEi.oct was a specimen of a numerous 
section of British officers who, without sharing 
the political ideaa of the Puritans, hold in 
solution with the pecviliuitiei of this age, 
many of their characteristics — fearless, earnest, 
incorruptible, indomitable, It is perhaps 
fortunate for If AVti.ornV fame thtt his sun has 
dowo while it was yet day— that he was 
ahoivn to the world a hero and a saint— and 
withdrawn tfi ever, Honours might nave 
coirupted hit principles, disniert might have 
lowered his reputation. He hat crossed the 
stage of lire in the two-fold character which 
concentrates the admiration of all nations ; and 
his career, while it illuttritea both hit profession 
at a soldier and bis faith at a Christian — for 
other distinctions ate not worth notice — will Ln. 
spirit many on whom devolves the task of re- 
orKtnising the Indijtn Empire. 



The most p sinful aspect of the commercial 
crisis in Great Britain is the di-tress in which it 
involves large p rtions of the working classes. 
It in bad enough ti read of the ruin wrought 
sm ingst the capimliat classes nf society — of the 
Ioap of romforl and social position — of the sud- 
den embarrassment of families Little trained to 
ths roufh work of life — nf the rapid descent 
from o | ml en co to rover sy, from the fairest pioe- 
pecl-, to the gho-ny contact with dtsheartBDing 
riJltities — of the suii^o jitnnjisge of large firmi 
and hanks, by which ihunuadi of tradesmen, 
though perhaps a'rugglinft on without dishonour, 
are clamped by the luss of their dusting capittl, 
sod hsrssecjd with amcioua dimcultisa ; but it 
is rtill worse to think of the tbotuanda of 
families amongst the p orer cjasi whose meant 
oT suhiistence are withdrawn, and who in ibe 
prevail ot scarcity of capital find no purchasers 
for thfir labour. The gigantic eslablis'imentB 
to which modern m iniifac'.uring and enmmet 
cial industry hat given rite pat tbnusandsaf 
men at the m -rey of the profpetity of a few. 
Tor one mat'er three are a hundred servants, 
and the closing of one mill casts a shadow over 
■ hundred heartha. A suiditn cessation in the 
derasnd for g ols necea*Ltited an equal eea-ia- 
tlan in the supply. America, the great cus- 
timer tor English goods, all at once stopped 
ptyment, and till its credit was restored no fresh 
c;in.-ig nicnts could of cuur&e be dcspatilled. 
The manufacturing machinery, therefore, slack- 
ened, and in many caset sload ttill altogether, 
The general panic -hit fallowed tha receipt of 
the A nerican advices made mat Lees still worse, 
and the prevailing *carcity of money, which 
diminished ths power of buying, and ndnctd 
the nnrabcr of custuniers, fell, natnrtlly, wiih 
great severity upon 1he cltaa of producers. 
From all the mai ufacuring districts, accord- 
ingly, tht account* are very gloomy. Mill* 
stopped, or walking ihort time, art the order of 



t^'lfi^^f^' fdnohevl m tVah, rt- 
tources. or deputed of ™„s altogtihtr, wan 
wander;**; dttcoDsolataty about the streets. 
The- l-tl fsttanttety bets no riots, but 
wint,r was approaching, and great 
privation and suffering was inevitable. Thrift 
tnfortunateiyii notyetnunivwrial virtue, and ton 
tuny who han livid lavishly while tint, m, 
proBperous, will nnd them selves without any 
provision for their familiea during tha coSd 
dreary, and idle winter. 

It is al such limes, whan starvation or charity 
are the only alternatives which start a man in 
the face, thit Ihcmghta of emigration an apt to 
arise tnd revive. Scoret of cheap handbooks 
have fnmil.ariaed the minds of tha people with 
Ihe names and the relative advantage, of tha 
variouji fioarkming colonies of Ore.t Britain. 
The high rate of wagei ginn, tha general 
abutdanna of employment, and tht 
prospect of independence at tht 
result of industry and perseverance, 
have neon folly sat forth, but whan things go 
we)] with a nun at home, be hat no restless 
deaire for chsnge. When a change, however, 
cornea ovbi his position, the tie that binds him 
to his native land relaMt, and ha think, with 
increasing aarnettnesi of those y u nng otmatriei 
where, if then ia lest tuiury, there is

liierty : tnd when. If there an mare discom- 
forts, there is also more independenc*. If ths 
trying times last hong, (have influences are 
pretty turt to opartte to n considerable latent, 
and not a few decisively make up their minds to 
risk the chances of an emigrant's lift. 

It is quite _ probable that a consider- 
tble time will elapse before manufac- 
turing indastry in Kngland regains 
all tht vignur it possessed prior to tha crisis, and 
consequently btf.ro labour U to much in de- 
mand or to highly paid. It stems to be gent- 
fully admitted by financial writers that though 
the American crash was Ihe immediate cause of 
(ha eriaii, that it was aggravated, if not indeed 
mainly ciiutd, by over-trading, and tnaicess of 
speculation engendered by ha gold diteovtriea 
of the past few years. If this la to, increased 
caution will mark the return to the settled course 
of trade, and as the imaginary profits will not 
drivo to high, the rates of wages will partake 
probably of a similar redaction. The induce- 
ment to emigration, therefore, may possibly he 
continuous and prolonged. 

At a general rule, the manufacturing 
population is not that which it moat prone to 
emigration. It la from the rural districts that 
the colonies have chiefty drawn their supply or 
labour, Thit has bean partly owing to lha 
lower rata of wages pnvaltnt in the agricultural 
pule o." tht country, making emigration a 
resource more readily accepted there, as being 
likely to present t greater contrast of condi- 
tion, and partly because libourers drawn f.om 
rural employment! are supposed to In better 
suited to the ordinary occupations of the colo- 
nies. Men taken from mills and factories, 
find little scons for their own craft 
in Tuung eoon tries, and in order 
to succeed they must possess versatility 
enough to turn their hands to soma new occu 
pation, Yet tht pressure of want may no sibly 
rise Torth many of tht artisan cleat, and ttima- 
lata an emigration of a manufacturing popula- 
tion to (he oolonttt. To tome extent a supply 
of such skilled labour may have ths effect of 
stimulating manufacturing enterprise in the Co- 
lonies, wherever it can bs carried on under con- 
dition that admitted of the protpeet of kkxwb., 
bat even whan th-s kind of oceupation will cot 
present itt«lf, it will not be found ao difficult for 
any Intelligtat body of people tti adapt them- 
aelvse to tht novel conditions or colonial lire. 

The colonial funds for imraigrttion han 
fallen off of lata, and an not vary likely to be 
immediately replenished. But the privately 
conducted immigration will probably increase 
evary year. Then an now nearly t million 
persons settled ia Australia, nearly tha whole of 
whom may be ngirded it ptrmistnt inhtM- 
tints. These by immeasurable nmlficatioas 
are connected with thousands of familiea in the 
old world, and an constantly enticing those 
whom (hay hive left behind to onus the seas 
tnd rejoin thtm. Tbt inducement to yield to 
thit penstaion it tlwaya greater In timet of 
commercial depression, and that tht misfortune 
of one country becomes the touree of prosperity 
to another.
